‘UNOFFICIAL STRIKE.

RELIEF 


The question of whether a man on strike 
without the support of his union was entitled 
to relief was discussed at a pen of the 
Dublin Board of Assistance yesterday. _ 
Mr. Corway, R.S., brought to the notice 
of the Board the application of a man who, 
with twenty others, had gone on strike at 
the Dublin Dockyard Company. 

The Chairman (Mr. P. 8. Doyle, T.D.) 
said that they could not subsidise a man 
who refused to work. 

Mr. Coghlan asked if they had ever sub- 
sidised anyone on strike. 

Chairman—Only in special cases of distress. 
Mr. Corway said that the point was that 
the man could continue work. He was a 
shipwright and was getting £3 a week. 

he Chairman said that it was an un- 
official strike. They had a communication 
from the Irish Engineering Industrial Union 
which stated that the man was not receiving 
any benefit from the union. 

Mr. Coghian said that he knew the man, and 
he knew that £3 a week was not the rate 
prevailing in Dublin. 

Mr. M. Byrne said that he knew that the 
man was a decent, hard-working man with 
a family of six, and they should receive 
provisional relief. 

Dr. J. Hannigan said that he was 
absolutely opposed to this form of subsidy, 
as it was an unofficial strike. 

Mr. D. Healy said that if they were on 
strike they had unions to look after them. 
If they did not belong to a union it was 
their own look-out. 

It was decided that the matter be left in 
the hands of the Relief Supervisor. 

The Relief Supervisors reported that in 
the week ended December 5th, 6,931 cases 
were relieved at a cost.of £3,480 1s. 6d., 
constituting an increase of three cases for a 
decreased expenditure of £12 lls. for the 
previous week and a decrease of 191 cases, 
costing £44 17s, in the corresponding week 
last year. There were 5,504 beef vouchers, 


valued at £145 17s. 6d., issued.

John Traynor had first been convicted on 
April 25, 1934, when the District Justice 
stated a case for the opinion of the High 
Court, objection having been taken to the 
Mon! of the p on the grounds 
that the conviction ignored the election of 
the Revenue Commissioners 10 claim a 
penalty of three times the duty-paid value 
of the goods, and that the defendant had 
neither summoned nor detained at the 
time when the charge vms first preferred. 
The High Court had held that the District 
Justice was wrong in ignoring the election 
of the Revenue Commissioners and sent the 
case back to him. The District Justice, on 
January 22nd, 1936, made a further convic- 
tion, this time imposing the full penalty of 
£542, or in default six months’ imprisonment. 


PROCEEDINGS TO QUASH 


Proceedings were then brought in the 
High Court by way of certiorari, asking to 
have the conviction quashed on the ground 
that the prosecution was initiated without 
informations being exhibited at or before the 
entering of the charge; and also on the 
ground that there was no jurisdiction in the 
District Justice to state a case after he had 
given his determination. A conditional order 
of certiorari was granted on these grounds 
on July 17, 1936, and the present application 
was to have this order made absolute. 

Mr. T. 8. McCann, K.C., who. with Mr. 
C. Geraghty (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor), appeared for District Justice 
O’Hanrahan, said that if there was ever a 
case in which a court, in granting or with- 
holding a writ of certiorari, ought to con- 
sider that there had been a course of conduct 
disentitling the applicant to get certiorari, 
then this was ‘that case. He submitted that 
there was no basis whatever for holding that 
the issue of an information or the issue of 
a summons was in any way essential to the 
jurisdiction of the magistrates. They might 
an essential part of the procedure, but 
they were procedure, and nothing else. 
Mr. McGonigal said that it had been sug- 
gested ‘that there was an information in this 
case.

If he was right in that, and, as was con- 
ceded, the conduct of the defendant when 
brought before the District Justice was such 
as to waive any objection which he might 
otherwise have had to the procedure, the 
cause shown should be allowed, and the con- 
ditional order discharged. 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne and Mr. Justice 
Maguire agreed. 

The Court, accordingly, allowed the cause 
shown, and discharged the conditional order. 
They made no order as to costs.

An affidavit the applicant stated that 
shortly after the marriage they went to live 
at his present address in Glasgow, but, after 
a few months his wife declared that she felt 
lonely living in Glasglow away from her 
friends and relations, and went to live with 
her mother in Dublin. They remained on 
friendly terms, but when he tried to persuade 
her to ‘return to live with him in Glasgow 
she stated that she would never return there, 
but that she was willing to live with him 
in Dublin if he would give up his work in 
Glasgow and find mail in Dublin. 
When he came to Dublin on certain occasions 
to see his wife and child, he was received 
very coldly and difficulties were put in his 
way in gn. the child. His daughter was 
being brought up without rega to his 
authority or even to his existence as her 
father and guardian. He believed that if he 
got the custody of the child his wife would 
ultimately return to him. He would make 
arrangements to have the child looked after 
in Glasgow. His wages were sufficient to 
keep his wife and child in reasonable com- 
fort. He would give his wife every facility 
and encouragement to visit the child. 


ALLEGATIONS 


Mr. Cherry mentioned that a similar 
application in 1935 had been refused on the 
ground that the child was then too youn 
to be taken from her mother. Having a 
correspondence in which the wife repeated 
her refusal to go back te Glasgow, Mr. 
Cherry said that he suggested that she was 
utterly irresponsible and unmindful of her 
duties as wife and mother. He read an 
affidavit by the wife in which she made 
certain allegations against her liusband, and 
said that, on her health giving way, she 
finally left him. She pre that the child 
be left with her and not ‘put among 
strangers.

It 
is the greatest fabric of all, and even though 
there have been dull years when imitations 
captured a portion of the market it is always 
agreed that linen remains linen, and there is 
nothing to equal it. 


TOWELS 


“I am so long in the stalk,’’ said the flax. 
Because of this length of fibre, linen is free 
from that distressing complaint “' lint,’ or 
“ fluff,”’ as there are no ent ends of fibre 
to work the cloth. The face and 
hands can be dried with Irish linen 
towels without the irritation of loose, 
finffy particles. Glassware dried with Irish 
linen dampharvedli will leave a brilliant polish 
and will be free from similar “ linty”’ ends. 
Years ago at washing-up time there was 
generaly keen competition for the task. of 
‘‘washing’’ in preference to *‘ wiping,” but 
the new Irish linen kitchen towels have gone 
a long way towards reversing the competi- 
tion, because of the quick absorption, and 
even more rapid evaporation, of moisture ol 
which Irish hnen is capable. 

Evening clothes will not be spoiled where 
Irish linen damask lends charm and dignity 
to the dining-table. The cloth is much 
smoother and more lustrous thon cotton cloth. 
One of the reasons for its excellence is the 
amount of trouble taken in its manufacture. 
Th: bleaching and finishing processes, for 
instance, are in many linen textures most 
laborious undertakings, but they are two of 
the most important branches of the industry, 
and are gone through with infinite care. It 
would be impossible to go into details of the 
scutching, hackling, spinning, Weaving and 
the various other stages, but each and every 
one of them have been so thoroughly mastered 
in this country that Irish linen is accepted 
throughout the world as without a peer. 


HYGIENIC 


Linen is the most hygenic of textiles, in 
the sense that it supplies the poorest field for 
the growth of germs, A handkerchief seems 
a trifle, yet it may be a potent force for good 
or ill in certain cireumstances. To take, for 
example, that distressing malady known as 
a “cold in the head.”’ Who has not suffered 
the terrible discomforts of that complaint; 
yet how few appreciate, perhaps, that the 
use of Irish linen handkerchiefs will not 
only reduce those @iscomforts to a minimum, 
but will tend to shorten the period of the 
complaint. Germs and Irish linen simply 
cannot live together. 

For men’s evening shirt-fronts linen has no 
substitute, while in hospitals the use of linen 
seems to be increasing for the purses’ aprons, 
collars, cuffs and belts. It has umpqualiel 
purity, gloss and smoothness; it has 
wonderful wearing qualities, and the best 
linen can even do without starch.

‘uttered than to put forward patriotism as a 


reason for using linen. For some purposes 
it is used because it has no substitute; for 
others it is used betause it is by far the 
best and most serviceable product of its type. 
Some say it is not cheap, but, even so, mt is 
wonderful value, and will last probably half 
a-dozen times. as long as its best alternative, 
which probably costs almost as much. 
Amazing bargains, too, are to be had, both 
when buying it by the yard and in small 
numbers. of such things as hand-embroidered 
and scalloped tea serviettes, 
pillow or bolster sets, and face towels. 


IMPROVEMENTS 


Although Trish finen manufacturers arte 
satisfied that the demand for linen will 
remain continuous, without any great develop- 
ments on their part, they Are not sitting 
back and resting, but are making improve- 
ments daily regarding such questions as the 
dyeing, and even this has feached a stage 
when it might almost be called perfect. In 
no other material are such beautiful shades 
obtainable and are such extraordinary colours 
put together with the most delightful results. 

Linen must be as old as history; for there 
are several references to it in Holy Writ, 
and from the earliest times it was specially 
honoured as an emblem of purity. The seven 
angels in Revelation came out of the temple 
“ clothed in pure white linen.” 
fine linen appeared to be almost the distinc- 
tion between kings and courtiers. Even in 
Ireland has linen been manufactured for a 
great number of years; for between 1685 and 
1700 spinning was first introduced, now it has 
spread all over the country; for Dublin, Cork, 
Galway, King’s County, Clare, Tipperary, 
Mayo and Sligo, all specialise in it in one 
way or atiother. Its chief crisis came after 
the Great War, when the competition of

tion interfered with its previous progress, 
but now these troubles have vanished, and 
the linen trade is developing owing to the 
vision and enterprise with which it is 
directed.

To revert again to: Hans Andersen, ae 
wonders to what heights his imagination 
would have soared had he been privileged to 
see the film, ' The, Wee Blue Blossom,”’. in 
which his delicate fantasy has been brought 
to life. In this film, produced under the 
direction of the Irish Linen Guild, he would 
see the power-driven spinning frame and 
loom, which have largely replaced the hand- 
wheel and hand loom, familiar domestic 
sights in his day, and which have brought 
Irish linen within the reach of the millions. 
Yet the basis of the story remains the same. 
and the basic virtue of Irish linen remains 
anchanged, just as when the gifted author 
made the flax say:

The damage and delay caused by recent 
fogs to shipping and traffic in large cities, 
writes a correspondent, have once acain 
raised the question as to whether anything 
can be done to mitigate the nuisance. Sea 
fog, since it is caused by currents of 
warm, dusty air passing over cold water. 
would appear to be bevond human control. 
On the other hand, city fogs are mamly 
due to coal fires, which provide the nuclei 
of seot particles, without which the feas 
would merely a passing mist. 
Scientists do not blame the smoke of 
factory chimners so much as that which 
comes from millions of domestic hearths, 
and assert that when all heating is electric 
there should be no fogs. The worst 
example on record is the great fog which 
enveloped London from November, 1879 
to February, 1880. and caused an alarm- 
ing increase in the death rate. To be 
caught in a real London “ pea-souper” 
is an uncanny experience, especially if the 
victim happens to be driving a car and 
does not know the distriet. No one has 
yet succeeded in producing a lamp which 
will pierce thick fog, so that the core of 
the problem in large cities is still the 
abolition of soot.

Girls in industry grew up without ad 
experience of housework, and were ill-fitted 
for marriage and housework... Unmarried 
women at work, also, were inclined to post- 
pone marriage or not, to marry at all, bécause 
they were not inclined to sacrifice either their 
independence or their wages, - 

More women out at work meant more men 
out of work. 

The real explanation of the rush of women 
to industry was that occupations were now 
open to women as never before, and they 
needed the money, which they could not get 
otherwise. | 

The increasing use of machinery had 
widened the area of employment for women 
by simplifying production processes. In- 
dustrialists were anxious to employ women 
and children—they found them more tractable 
and easier to pay than men. To put it 
boldly, women workers lent themselves to 
exploitation.

It continued 
the mondpoly of the coal supplics of the 
Free State to Great Britain, and intro- 
duced a new arrangement by which one- 
third of the country’s supplies of cement 
should be taken from Britain. This latter 
provision was subsequently found to be 
unworkable, and in June the announce- 
ment of its revocation was made. When 
the text of the agreemnt was published on 
the 17th February it was found that the 
boutities on cattle and horses were 
removed. ~ 

In connection with the horse trade 
especially there is great expectation that 
better cbunlitions:will be forthcoming. It 
will be recalled that ohly a few weeks ago 
a deputation of mémibers of the Fine Gael 
Party made strong representations to the 
Minister for Agriculture with regard to 
the parlous state of the bloodstock in- 
dustry and the urgent necessity for 
amelioration of the conditions under which 
the export trade is mow carried on. 


PRICE OF COAL. 


The coal trade is also looking for an im- 
provement, especially in regard to prices. 
The statement is made that the cost of the 
coal imported during this year was con- 
siderably more than half a million pounds 
above that in the previous year. A special] 
committee was set up to negotiate with the 
British mine-owners, but, so far as price 
was concerned, this does not appear to 
have had any effect. Its efforts in regard 
to quality, however, seem to have resulted 
in a distinct improvement. In this respect 
there have been no complaints in recent 
months.

Spain’s appeal to the League to take 
note of a “ threat of war ” arising out of 
her bitter civil struggle is to be heard to- 
morrow afternoon at a meeting of the 
League Council, attended by representa 
tives of Britain, France, Soviet Russia, 
and other member States. 

The appeal is made.under Article II. of 
the Covenant, which says that in such 
cases ‘‘ the League shall take any action 
that may be deemed wise and effectual to 
safeguard the peace of nations. 

But it would be idle to deny that there 
is much disappointment’ in Spanish 

uarters at the absence of all the principal 
oreign Ministers from to-morrow’s meet- 
ing. Mr. Eden is prevented from leaving 
London by the’ Royal crisis, while M. 
Litvinoff, the Soviet Foreign Commissar, 
and M. Delbos, the French Foreign 
Minister, also are absenting themselves. 

In the circumstances, it is felt that no 
important decisions can be reached, and 
even the discussion will lose much of its 
value, i 

The Spanish Foreign Minister (Senor 
del Vayo) will, no doubt, make his indict- 
ment of Ítaly and Germany, but his voice 
is likely to be that of one crying in the 
wilderness. It is generally expected that 
the Council will set up a committee to 
examine the whole question. 

No Italian: representative will attend 
the meeting. The seat of Ecuador will be 
vacant, and possibly also that of Bolivia. 

Spain will allege that she is the victim 
of aggression, arguing that Germany an’ 
Italy are clandestinely waging war against 
her under cover of the non-intervention 
agreement. 


A TURKISH MOVE 


_ Although this is an extraordinary meet- 
ing of the Council, a move to place 
another item on the agenda has been made 
by Turkey. The Turkish Government has 
asked if the Council can discuss the posi- 
tion of Turks living in Alexandretta and 
Antioch, citiés in Syria which Turkey 
ceded to France after the war. At nt 
Syria is under French mandate, but in 
three years it will gain full independence. 
The zone in cm enjoys a degree of 
autonomy, but Turkey urges that it should 
have Home Rule. France replies that the 
rights of Turks in this district are fully 
protected under her treaty with Syria.

FRENCH ‘PLANE'S 
ADVENTURE

GUADALAJARA, Wednesday, 


A thrilling forced landing, with petrol 
pouring from a bullet-hole in one tank, 
was described to-day by M. Andre 
Chateau, Special Correspondent of the 
Havas Agency in Spain, who is in hospital!

His leg was broken by machine-gun fire 
when a French ‘plane on the service 
Toulouse-Madrid, on behalf of the French 
Embassy, was attacked by an insurgent 
’ chaser. 

M. Chateau stated to-day that they were 
flying at a height of 10,000 feet over the 
province of Guadalajara, when the insur- 
gent machine suddenly swooped down on 
them and fired thirty or forty shots. 

“ Suddenly,”* he said, “I -felt. that I 
hadn't any feet. Next tome my colleague,

The insurgent "chaser pursued them for 
a short time and then turned back. The 
French machine had been riddled with 
bullets. 

They came down in a field, the machine 
capsized and was wrecked, though the

Chateau adds that the ‘plane had 
been carrying out liaison work for several 
months Sau Toulouse and Madrid, 
and that it clearly bore lettering of a com- 
mercial ’plane.

QOIRE, W ednesday. 
A VERDICT of guilty was demanded 
by the Public Prosecutor when the 
trial began here today of the youno 
Jewish student, David Frankfurter, on a 
charge of murdering Dr. Wilhelm Gustloff 
leader of the German Nazis in Switzer. 
land, at Davos, last February. 
The case is not being tried by a jury. 
but by a Cantonal Tribune of five judge 
There is no death penalty for murde: 
the Canton of Grisons, where Dr. Gustlos 
was shot. 
The court was crowded today when 
Frankfurter, a pale and weakly-looking 
youth, was brought in between 
gendarmes. After the indictment had 
heen read the Public Prosecutor asked for 
a sentence of eighteen years’ imprison. 
ment and for reparation for the family 
of the victim. 
The President then examined the 
accused, who answered the questions pu! 
to him clearly and concisely, but showed 
some emotion when speaking of his family. 
who, he acknowledged, had kept him in 
funds when he was at the university. 


THREATENED 


Frankfurter said he had suffered not 
only from tuberculosis of the bones, bur 
also from periodical crises of asthma. He 
declared that while a student at Frankfor 
he had been threatened, but never actually 
molested, by the Nazis. 

According to the indictment, Frank- 
furter, who was born in Yugoslavia and 
is the son of a Rabbi, arrived at t 
house of Gustloff in Davos on the evening 
of February 4th last. He asked to see the 
Nazi leader, and as soon as the latter 
appeared fired five shots at him with a 
revolver. Gustloff was killed instantly. 
Frankfurter then walked away from the 
house, and gave himself up to the police. 
He declared that his action was intended 
as 4 protest against the treatment of Jews 
in Germany, and affirmed that he did not 
know his victim, whom he had never seen 
before. His bullets ‘should really have 
struck Hitler, he said. He also added 
that he acted entirely alone and without 
amy accomplice. 

The Germans maintain, on the other 
hand, that Frankfurter did not act alon:, 
and that he was really the tool of a con- 
spiracy against Germany. 

Gustloff, a 41 years old German, foucht 
in the Great War, and in 1931 he was 
commissioned by Herr Hitler to organi: 
affiliated groups in Switzerland. There 
he soon became prominent for his Nazi 
activities, which sometimes brought bim 
into conflict with the Swiss authorities. 

The report of the psychiatrist who 

examined Frankfurter tends to show that 
he was not fully responsible for his 
actions. It appears that he was so deeply 
depressed by the reports of the treatment 
of his co-religionists in Germany that he 
hesitated whether to commit suicide -r 
murder. 
When questioned why he had abandoned 
his first thought of an attempt on the life 
of either Hitler, Goering or Goebbels, he 
replied that he concluded such an at 
would have reacted very badly on the 
situation of the Jews in Germany. 

‘“* Besides,”” he added naively, “ it would 
not Hawe been easy to accomplish.”’

NOVEL LIMERICK CASE

LIMERICK, Wednesday. 

At the Ci¢il Bill Court here to-day John 
Hennessy, Kilossora, Dungarvan, claimed £19 
15s from Messrs. W. B. Fitt, auctioneers, 
Limerick, in respect of the sale of two bulls, 
and £2 1s. 6d. loss alleged to have been sus- 
tained by breach of contract. | 

Counsel for the plaintiff stated that his 
client sold two bulls at Messrs. Fitt’s auction 
on April 3rd last. After the sale the animais 
got sick, and the purchasers refused to take 
delivery. One of the conditions of sale was 
that *‘ anmmals are to be and remain at msk 
of purchaser, and -are to be removed with 
all faults that day.” 

Counsel for defendants said that £16 3s. 
10d. had been lodged in Court. The bulls 
became ill immediately after being sold, and 
the purchasers refused to take them away, 
and Messrs. Fitt incurred £35 12s. 10d. in hav- 
ing them treated by a veterinary surgeon. 
The firm deducted that amount from the 

urchase price when sending the cheque to 
Hennessy, and that was the only point at 
ussue 

Plaintiff, in evidence, said that the bulls 
were examined on the day of the sale by a 
Departmental inspector and others. One got 
a prize before the sale commenced. No sug- 
gestion was made that the bulls were 
ansound. He did not dose the bulls, as had 
been suggested. He brought them from 
Waterford that day, and ascribed the illness 
to the journey. 

The Justice said that it was extraordinary 
that the bulls could have got into such ba‘ 
condition after being examined by inspectors. 
The sale was completed according to the con- 
ditions and that was all concerned him. 

P. A. Carroll, V.S., said that the bu!!s 
were suffering from acute indigestion and 
came well after treatment. 

Patrick Lonergan, Cahir, said that 
bought one bull for £8 10s., but refused t 
take tt when it became ill. 

Michael Mortell, Braff, said that he ps 
£11 5s. for the other animal. 

Frederick Ormston, manager for Mess’s. 
Fitt, said that 169 bulls were sold at +! 
auction, and only two belonging ! 
Hennessy became sick, It was Henness\ 5 
duty to inform witness if there was anythin: 
wrong with the animals. 

The Justice held that the conditions of sale 
Were carried out by plaintiff, and gave a 
decree for the amount claimed, with £5 ex 
penses.

The Chanman said that when the scheme 
first came iato operatior people received free 
heef to get rid of the surplus cattle caused 
by the “economic war.” Later, when the 
English market improved, beef ceased to be 
free and 2d. a Ib. was charged. Nowadays 
there was less surplus beef to be disposed 
of, and vouchers worth 4d. each were issued 
for the purvhase of beef. The next obvious 
change would be the abolition of the whole 
system. When all surplus beef had been 
disposed of there would be no further need 
for vouchers,
